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FINANCING THE TAP ROOTS 


With the 45th United Hunts Spring meeting this coming week, 
the official season for amateur racing between the flags comes to an 
end. To say that it was a success is to belittle the point. It is a 
completely rejuvenated and flourishing game in which there were 
nearly as many horses racing in the Spring season alone, over 300, 
as there were in both the Spring and Fall meetings of 1947 in which 
330 horses were racing. Several points come to mind that stand out 
and mark this season as exceptional. In the first place, there were 
Radnor and Whitemarsh’s two novice races for those who had never 
raced before. Both filled exceedingly well. ' 

There was the great stand-out meeting at Radnor, the biggest 
in its history when the committee accepted 113 entries and had, actu- 
ally, to turn down 6 horses for lack of facilities. There were Rose 
Tree and Radnor with a flat race each that had 29 and 34 entries on 
the card which had to be divided into two races each. Just to fur- 
ther climax a thoroughly heady season, two meetings were revived 
and proved outstanding successes. Harry Kirkover’s famous race 
for the Carolina Cup brought out the early timber horses and made 
an ideal spring-board for the season while the old Adjacent Hunts 
Races, sponsored by the Fairfield and Westchester Hunt again proved 
a very fitting close to the Spring meetings. ; 

The Fall, moreover, bids fair to be as full of interest as the Spring 
with William duPont reviving the Foxcatcher meeting, with New 
Jersey holding both its Essex and Monmouth meetings and a full 
round of meetings, not yet recognized by the National Steeplechase 
and Hunt Association being staged in the Mid-west. Here in truth 
is a plethora of riches which did not, however, like the proverbial 
Topsy, just grow. With all of the good will in the world, amateur 
sport needs financial backing. If it did not, it would not be amateur 
sport, but in a sense, as all sport should rightfully come under the 
amateur category, these meetings have all of the significance of tap 
roots to be treated as such by those with the best interests of racing 
at heart. 

Leading the amateur revival from the practical view has been 
the United Hunts headed by Lewis Waring. This great racing insti- 
tution which through the graciousness of George Widener’s Belmont 
Park has been accorded the privileges of New York’s racing center 
for two days each season, has flourished and in its prosperity has 
been able to materially advance the status of all of the meetings 
recognized by the National Steeplechase and Hunt Association. In 
a recently published book, the United Hunts was able to announce 
awards to the Spring meetings of $21,500 and will doubtless be able 
to continue its support in the Fall. This assistance has been a God- 
send in helping the smaller racing associations to offer purses and 
improve their courses that had slipped downwards during the war 
years. It is this type of practical support that amateur racing must 
have in order to survive. It is, furthermore, eminently fitting that it 
should stem directly through the big track racing channels for it is 
these very channels which must depend on the spirit of the amateur 
racing circles for their best and most responsible owners, their keen- 
est enthusiasm and their younger riders who in turn will develop 
into some of the most knowledgeable trainers the racing game has 
today. 

What is the next step forward for obviously this game is headed 
forward? \Vith its progress will come more meetings, owners, 
trainers and horses. The Hunts Race Meetings Association has 
pointed the way during its two years of active promotion of the 
amateur racing program which work, too, has been sponsored by the 
United Hunts financial support. Under Richard Mellon and Ambrose 
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Clark a real insurance program has been put forward that should 
protect riders and owners at every meeting through a group insur- 
ance plan for all members of the N.S. & H.A. It has, furthermore, 
made real strides with Canadian owners, to interest them in United 
States racing. A number of Canadians have become members of the 
National Steeplechase and Hunt Association as a result of this inter- 
est and a cooperative program with the Ontario Jockey Club at the 
Woodbine course will undoubtedly result in closer cooperation be- 
tween the two countries. 

Added to this is the growing Mid-west circuit, which, too, is just 
finishing its season of 5 meetings. Not yet interested in joining the 
National Steeplechase and Hunt, the Mid-west is a rich source of 
new material and with a definite program being worked out in the 
east by the three sponsoring associations it should not be long before 
amateur racing will be in full swing with joint meetings by represen- 
tatives of eastern, Canadian and mid-western associations bound to- 
gether by a common body of racing rules, a supporting financiai as- 
sociation and a promotional group to further the interests of all. 
Such a day should not be far off. It need not be long at all if enthus- 


iasm for sport is measured with a due regard for the good of all.

Green Hunter Rule 


Gentlemen: 


There still seems to be some am- 
biguity in your understanding of the 
Green Hunter Rule. J am enclosing 
the last A. H. §. A. ruling. I quote. 
“Important Rule Book Change. The 
Directors have adopted a recommen- 
dation of the Hunter Committee. 
Changing the height of jumps as des- 
cribed on page 49 (section 2) Delete 
from the 5th and 6th lines ‘‘not to 
exceed 3 ft. 6 inches and add “‘less 
than 4 feet.’ 


This makes Rule XIV (Hunter anid 


jumper Division) Section 2 read. “A 
Green Hunter Class is open to hors- 
es which have neither been hunted 
with a recognised pack of hounds 
for more than one season, nor which 
have won a first ribbon at a recogni- 
sed show in The Hunter Division 
prior to January of the current year, 
except in classes requiring either no 
jumping or performance over jumps 
less than four feet.” 

I agree most sincerely with you 
that exhibitors must read class speci- 
fications but above all shows must 
write their specifications very, very 
carefully always correctly with the 
A. H. 8. A.

1948 will long be remembered as 
the year of huge numbers of good 
horses. Judging these days is a tough 
job, performed at Devon Horse Show 
and County Fair, Devon, Pa. by the 
Messrs. Manley Carter of Orange, 
Virginia, N. K. Carnes of St. Paui, 
Minn., and Theodore Mohliman of 
Hinsdale, Illinois. 

Over the famous outside course, 
with the _  fast-becoming-infamous 
water jump, and the bank jump 
again in full use, went more than a 
hundred conformation and working 
hunters, with the going baked and 
pounded hard the first four days and 
deep jn mud the last. The big ring 
was crowded again and again with 
huge under saddle classes, full of 
quality, and was the scene of a 61- 
horse open green class, in whien 
theré was only one refusal, and noi 
one horse you wouldn’t like to take 
home. 

The horses which emerged cham- 
pions from these exacting tests and 
from this tough competition deserve 
the measure of immortality accord- 
ed them. Vernon G. Cardy’s chestnut 
Jervis Bay had to beat some terrific 
horses all along the line besides the 
reserve champion, Rolling Rock’s 
Ermine Coat, to emerge eventual 
conformation hunter champion of 
the show. For Robert Fairburn’s 
levely and sweet-going chestnut Sua 
Boss to put himself on top of the 
huge green division took a lot of 
ability, looks and manners, all of 
which he has in profusion; and Mrs. 
Ralph T. King’s big  free-striding 
chestnut Final Answer wound up fre- 
serve, just 2 points behind. Mrs 
Ralph T. King also hung up _ the 
working hunter champion rosette in 
her tack room, when her brown mare 
Kathlean N., in smooth performance 
after smooth performance, first over 
the hard going and later in the mud, 
piled up 18 1-2 points to beat Miss 
Sally Stokely’s Sunset Road, which 
turned in consistently honest per- 
formances. Kathlean N. also won the 
ladies’ hunter championship, in 
which the four ribbon winners of the 
ladies’ working and the ladies’ con- 
formation competed, with Alex Cal- 
vert’s grand-going Roydesal reserve. 
Mrs. Calvert gave him some beauti- 
ful rides and he gave her some grand 
rounds. 

Some really exciting jumper class- 
es resulted in Gordon Wright’s big 
*Dalchoolin annexing the champion- 
ship with 28 points with tle Seven 
Star Stables’ Flagola, Mickey Walsh 
up, accounting for reserve with 21 
points. 

The breeding classes brought out 
some good yearlings and 2 and 3- 
year-olds for Mr. Carter’s and Mr.

With manners to spare and plenty of 
good looks, Windsor is a horse who 
seemingly loves to jump and that’s 
a combination hard to beat any- 
where. 


The working hunters class was a 
pretty class to watch and evident};

ner. However, Bounder, owned by 
the Columbia Riding Academy, and 
ridden by Bernice Mellen, was pick- 
ed for ist place, The green hunters 
had their class on Friday night and 
folks were glad of an opportunity to 
see some of this year’s newcomers 
perform. Kate Shaleen, owned an‘ 
ridden by Mrs. Kenton Palmer, had 
a nice go to win the Louise Jordan 
trophy. 


In the jumper classes it was the 
good Gallant Duke with Al Dockrell 
in the saddle who won both the 
touch-and-out and handy jumpers 
classes.

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Hounds Run As Good As Their Nose 





Foxhounds Must Be Judged On Performance 
Only To Satisfy Master Seeking To 
Furnish His Followers Best Sport 





Mason Houghland, M. F. H: 


A ftoxhound is a warrior. His life 
is packed full of desperate adventure, 
high speed, the tumult of camp, the 
roar of battle,—and swift oblivion. 
The omnipresent horror of wire, the 
cruelty of traps, threaten his every 
step. He lives and dies, ‘“‘not for the 
lust of killing’’ but consecrated {(o 
one great purpose,—the Chase. The 
qualities he needs are nose, drive, 
stamina, tongue, speed and “fox 
sense’. He has been bred for a cen- 
tury and a half in this country for 
these qualities alone, and his con- 
formation and appearance have been 
really incidental. 

Up until the time of ‘‘Tennessee 
Lead” the qualities most frequently 
sought for were nose and cry,— 
hounds that could take the night line 
of a fox and in tones like a church 
bell, announce each yard of the route 
from then on. For the century of this 
type of breeding, we have much to 
be grateful. It made 
production of the faster hound which 
followed, and this great reservoir of 
nose and cry continues to make pos- 
sible the experiments in breeding 
which, in the last century, have been 
worth so much. Hounds must depend 
upon their noses to run a fox. Really, 
all the talk about bone, straight legs, 
etc. is like judging a violinist by his 
appearance. We think of the blood- 
hound as having a wonderful nose 
because, by creeping along at a 
snail’s pace and snuffing under every 
plaintain leaf, he can follow a coid 
trail. 

The foxhound snatches his evid- 
ence of the line at speed, and tha 
requires a far better nose. Joe Tho- 
mas in his great book, ‘““Hounds and 
Hunting”, drives home the indisput 
able fact that ‘‘a hound is no faster 
than his nose’”’. This is the one thing 
a foxhunter needs to be clear on .f 
he wants to see his pack push a fox 
And this doesn’t mean tliree or four 
good noses in a pack, it means tha 
every hound in it have a superior 
nose. The better the nose, the faster 
the hound, and the closer he will 
stay on the fox. This, of course. 
means *“*hotter” scent, shorter 
checks, and fewer losses. If you 
want to “roll the tambourine” and 
to push the Red Ranger across the 
country with some dash. think first 
of nose, then of drive and speed, for 
the fox is followed by scent alone. 

‘‘How,” you may ask, ‘“‘am I to be 
sure of the nose of a stallion hound 
owned by someone else?” You may 
well ask the question, for it pro- 
pounds one of the most difficult pro- 
hblems connected with the develop- 
ment of a pack. Field trials offer 
one and unless you have time to 
travel and hunt with many hounds 
inquiry must solve the problem. To 
make successful inquiry, you must 
have many friends and acquaintances 
who know hounds. Of course, there 
may be a hound to suit you in your 
own or an adjoining country and 
then, you can have your own verifi- 
cation of his scenting powers. This 
is much better, for most foxhunters 
and almost all night hunters, finally 
evaluate a hound, not upon nose but 
upon speed. The friendly curtain o: 
darkness lends reputation to some 
hounds that are not always faithful 
to the line 

When we had the National at 
Florence, Alabama, upon the starting 
day of the Futurity, a couple of 
hundred of America’s best young 
hounds were entered. And they were 
no sooner cast than they had a biz 
“Red” on his feet. The challenge on 


possible tite, 


the pack must have induced him to 
see if the world was really round, 
for he fled across the cotton fields 
in the manner of a traveler beat 
upon outrunning the “Dixie Flyer” 
Hounds went away well packed and 
their cry split the sharp November 
air with a roar that set the country- 
side into action for miles around. 
Away went the riders upon mules, 
racking-horses and Thoroughbreds, 
—galloping like the Furies and ali 
drunk with the wine of the Chase. 
Straight as an arrow went the fox 
across the fields, through woods, up 
hill and down, pointed for the river 
and a sheltering bluff. And then at 
a bare cornfield, the hounds sudden- 
ly slowed down to a walk, the cry 
stopped, their heads went down in 
vain efforts to recover the pungent 
scent, and the glorious burst became 
a fruitless search. Some tried back, 
many ahead, and others circled, but 
not a hound spoke. Finally they gave 
it up. It was a real loss. But one 
saddle-backed, __ tri-colored hound 
slowly worked his way across the 
fallow ground. He wasn’t saying any- 
thing, but his stern was flying and 
his head was down. For half a mile 
he pushed on and then in the edge of 
a sedge grass field ahead he cried 
once, then again. This last time. it 
was the triumphant challenge of a 
conqueror. 

“T have it boys,—catch me if you 
can,” he roared and was away. 

One hound out of two hundred 
whose nose said, ‘‘This is the way he 
went.’”’ The pack surged to him and 
we were off again “upon the Glory 
Road’’. The hound was “‘Longstreet”’ 
a son of Sam Wooldridge’s “Buzzard 
Wings”, out of Eugene Torbett’s 
great bitch, ‘“‘Crooked Lena’. Some 
months later, he came to head the 
Hillsboro Pack, which now includes 
some twenty couple of his progeny. 

If you are starting a pack of 
hounds today, visit field trials in 
search of really good bitches. Be 
careful that those selected have been 
highly scored. Then pay the price 
the owners ask, provided hounds are 
shipped upon a month’s trial basis. 
Hunt the bitches all you can, and 
decide first about their noses. Don’t 
be misled about thfs quality under 
very favorable conditions versus bad 
conditions. Any hound seems to have 
a good nose when the ground is five 
degrees warmer than the air. Hunt 
the bitches in open country and fol- 
low them as closely as you can. If 
vou can select four bitches with real- 
ly good noses, you may lay the foun- 
dation for a pack. At least, you will 
have taken the right first step. 

ce the sine qua non of a fox- 
hound is Nose, this one _ essential 
quality should be the primary base of 
your selection for breeding. 

To puzzle out a cold line, most 
“pot lickers’’ serve well enough. But 
to get forward with it, to unravel 
the tangle, to ignore its inconsequen- 
tial details, to interpret the true 
course from swiftly gleaned eviden- 
ce, and to put the fox to running be 
fore he has had time to steal away

Green Baize’s Victory In the Filly 
Division of the National Stallion 


Stakes Reflects Credit To Sire

The basis on which Walter Jef- 
fords’ Green Baize was made so 
solid a favorite—at 4 to 5—in the 
filly division of the National Stal- 
lion Stakes was not entirely clear 
to me, though it was amply justi- 
fied by the event, as she won very 
nicely. Acoma gave her a stiff bat- 
tle. but in the decisive closing yards, 
Green Baize had the most power. 

She has won her last three races 
now. and has reflected some more 
credit on her sire, Case Ace, which 
stands in New Jersey. You will re- 
member that Case Ace stood in New 
Jersey and might about as well have 
stood in bed until Mr. Jeffords. 
rather on the spur of the moment, 
decided to send four Man o’War 
mares to him in 1941. The mares 
were in training in the spring, and 
the decision to retire them came 
rather late. The worthwhile stal- 
lions in Kentucky had full books, 
but there was Case Ace, comfort- 


ably accessible since the mares weré 
in Maryland, and though his first 
foals were 2-year-olds and unprov- 


ed, he had the breeding and the per- 
formance to suggest he might be 
worth risking. 

Out of the risk came Pavot, un- 
beaten in 1944 and winner of the 
1945 Belmont, and Ace Card, win- 
ner of three stakes. So naturally Mr. 
Jeffords went back, and Green Baize 
is one of the fesults. Case Ace has 
got a few other stakes winners, such 
as Lochinvar and 4Hurriette, but 
without the dams of Pavot and Ace 
Card the chances are he would have 
blushed unseen. 

The Peter Pan handicap did not 
prove much to me, except that Es- 
cadru’s race in the Kentucky Derby 
was too bad to be true. He had 
made a real run at Citation in the 
Derby Trial, though in that race the 
only horse which seemed to me to 
be all out finished last. Still, Esca- 
dru had a kick in the stretch, and 
in the Derby he couldn’t beat any- 
thing. He was crowded against the 
fence at the first turn, to the detri- 
ment of his own stifle and his rider’s 
left boot, but as his trainer, Ed 





Christmas, remarked afterward; he 
wasn’t going right in the first quar- 
ter-mile. 

In the Peter Pan—there is no 
Peter Pan in Escadru’s pedigree, if 
it matters—he was a contender all 
the way and the stretch kick was 
more evident. Sometime I’m going 
to count the stakes horses W. L. 
Brann has got by breeding *Challen- 
ger II to *Sir Gallahad III mares, 
but there’s no use doing it now be- 
cause he’s still at it. 

Another which was pitching all 
the way was G. H. (Pete) Bostwick’s 
Stunts. He had been pointed out to 
me in Aiken last winter, and I con- 
fess that what interest I took in 
him was because he was out of the 
good stakes mare Miss Merriment. 
He had won a nice race a Saturday 
earlier, beating Whirling Fox, but 
the horses which have done that are 
not legion. He had only 115 pounds. 
against 123 on Escadru, but on che 
other hand this was his fourth race 
of the year, the fifth of his life, and 
a little improvement can be expect- 
ed. 

Bostwick. by the way, has been 
having a fine time with the hurdle 
races, winning five thus far, and in 
his Argentine importation, *Escon- 
drijo, he apparently has quite a 
horse.’ He has won three in a row, 
the last being the Belmont National 
Maiden Hurdle Stakes, and he won 
it by himself under top weight. 

The most improved horse of the 
season, around here at least, is 
Harry La Montagne’s Conniver, a 


4-year-old Discovery filly which 
cost $2,500 at Meadow Brook in 
1945, and spent some time not look- 
ing worth it. At two she was once 
third from six Starts, and though 
she won three races last year, it 
— her 19 — to do it, and she 
ran occasionally in the u im- 
Ing brackets. were 
_Now she’s won five of her fast 
Six, and by increasing margins. The 
last of these was on June 8, when 
she gave Red Stamp ten pourds and 
beat her six lengths at a mile, and 
was carrying only one pound less 
than Miss Kimo, which was third 
beaten nearly ten lengths. Risolater

Tormie went two lengths clear 
of Djeddah and Straight Play and 
he was still holding on, at the top 
of the hill with Royal Drake sud- 
denly on the scene, and these two 
led the field, who were jam-packed 
behind in the scramble to keep pos’- 
tion around severe Tattenham Corn- 
er. Royal Drake here took the lead 
and Tormie fell away beaten. A fur- 
long in the straight Royal Drake 
looked as if he was coming away 
from the field, with the French jock- 
ey, Doyasbere, confidently increasing 
his lead stride by stride.

Driving Finish Brings Fans To Their 
Feet In La Salle Handicap For One 
Of Best Races At Lincoln Fields

Eternal Reward fooled the folks 
again. To be sure, it was no reai 
surprise that he won the 9-furlons 
LaSalle Handicap, because he was 
one of three co-favorites at slightiy 
more than 2 to 1. It was his manner 
of winning that caused the astonish- 
ment. He did things differently this 
time, all on account of the outlander, 
*Colosal, from the Argentine. 

Seven horses came out for the 
lith running of the LaSalle, which 
featured Lincoln Fields’ June 5 pro- 
gram at Washington Park. *Colosal, 
Eternal Reward and Dixiana’s Star 
Reward were all 2 to 1 on the tote 
board, separated in the betting by 
a matter of nickels and dimes. *Col- 
osal, F. W. Hooper’s importation, 
had just returned from New York 
where he finished second to Stymie 
in the Metropolitan and third to 
Harmonica and Stymie in the Sur- 
burban Handicap. 

Star Reward had won the Clark 
Handicap at Churchill Downs in his 
latest start. Following that victory 
on April 29 his training was inter- 
rupted temporarily when a_ black- 
smith pricked him. But he had since 
turned in some sparkling works and 
appeared ready to continue his good 
record. 

They were off to a good start in 
the LaSalle. King Bay, a speed horse 
with a lot of early foot, was soon 
in the lead by three lengths, with 
*Colosal in closest pursuit. Instead 
of dropping back out of early con- 
tention as per custom, Eternal Re- 
ward, to everyone’s surprise, was 
close to the pace, lapped on the vet- 
eran Jack S. L. 

Jockey Bob Campbell had whack- 
ed Eternal Reward a couple of times 
with the bat at the start and the son 
of Reaping Reward—Forever Yours 
had responded willingly. Trainer 
Chester Hall had instructed Camp- 
bell to stay close to *Colosal. No- 
body seemed to fear King Bay. He 
faded at the half, where *Colosa! 
took over the lead. Jack S. L. and 
Eternal Reward moved up. 

Twice Campbell and Eternal Re- 
ward tried to come through their 
favorite place on the rail. Twice they 
were blocked by *Colosal. With a 
scarcely perceptable change in 
stride, Eternal Reward moved to the 
outside as they swung into the long 
stretch. At the eighth pole he was 
in front by inches. 

The last furlong was a battle be- 
tween two dead game horses. *Colo- 
sal tried valiantly to regain his ear- 
lier advantage. Eternal Reward 
would not yield. Inch by inch he 
widened the margin to win by a half- 
length. 

It seems that the author of this 


column has been writing consider- 
able about Eternal Reward lately. 
The horse deserves all that has been 
said. He has shown that he can run 
any distance which horses are ask- 
ed to go and do it in any manner 
the situation requires. Tie is no 
champion; not yet at feast, but he 
is the best handicap horse to appear 
in Chicago area so far this season. 
He has now earned $159,335 for his 
owners, Augustus and Nahm, of 
Louisville, Ky. 

As previously stated, Eternal Re- 
ward was pred by the late Mrs. Ethel 
V. Mars. He was foaled at Henry H. 
Knight’s Almahurst Farm, Nicho!as- 
ville, Ky. Mr. Knight later acquired 
the colt and his dam, Forever Yours, 
and sold the colt to Kirby Ramsay 
for $3,500. Ramsay sold him to his 
present owners for $12,000. 

Forever Yours (by Toro) won thie 
Arlington Lassie and Spinaway Stak- 
es for Mrs. Mars in 1935. The filly 
broke down the following year at 
Hawthorne. In some _ inexplainable 
manner it became a current rumor 
that she died. An erroneous report 
of her death is one of the very icw 
mistakes the late John L. Hervey 
made in his monumental work, ‘‘ltac- 
ing in America.’’ Meticulous in all 
things, Mr. Hervey greatly regretted 
his error. ‘‘Racing in America’ wiil 
stand for all time as a great author- 
ative document of the turf. Those 
who are fortunate enough to ow 
copies should make a marginal cor- 
rection regarding Forever Yours, as 
she has produced nine foals, inclua- 
ing two stakes winners. 

Incidentally, Star Reward, which 
finished third in the LaSalle, is also 
a son of Reaping Reward. His dam. 
Far Star, is one of two fillies who 
won the Arlington Futurity, the 
other being Toro Nancy by the ill- 
fated Toro, The Porter’s greatest 
son. 

Secondary feature on the Lincoln 
Fields program was the six furlons 
Burning Star Handicap. This was 
won by the 83-year-old Ilinois-bred 
Enforcer which wore down Fighting 
Frank, 5, to win by a half-length, 
with the Texas-bred Hot and High, 


third. 
Enforcer, which races for Mrs. 
Emil Denemark, has been called 


‘‘one of the best horses ever bred in 
Illinois,””’ and maybe he is. He has 
won six of his twelve starts, was 
five times second, third once. His 
sire, *Raphael II, was bred in France 
by the late J. BE. Widener, and was 
claimed by Mrs. Denemark at Wash- 
ington Park a few years ago. 

As a gelding, Enforcer falls into 
a different catagory from that of

And there are few with a wider baci- 
ground on which to base their work. 
Keogh has come up through all the 
varied phases of the track life, from 
walking hots and galloping them to 
riding great stake horses in classic 
events here, in England and_ in 
France.

Yankee Handicap At Suffolk Downs 





King Ranch’s Better Self Proves Himself 
Worthy Rival For Calumet’s Citation 
After Speedy 114 Mile In Boston

If it did nothing else the  thir- 
teenth running of the $50,000 add- 
ed Yankee Handicap, the mile and a 
quarter test for three-year-olds which 
featured the closing day’s card of 
Suffolk Downs 42-day spring meet- 
ing, provided Trainer Max Hirsch 
with a good reason to give the King 
Ranch’s Better Self a chance to meet. 
Citation as a three-year-old. Maybe, 
the bay son of Bimelech—Bee Mac 
can’t beat Citation, but the impres- 
sive manner in which he won Bos- 
ton’s premier three-year-old event ia 
2:05 3-5 over a sloppy racing strip 
while carrying topweight of 122 
pounds would seem to have made 7. 
unnecessary to postpone the meet- 
ing between those two colts muck 
longer. 

Better Self and Citation met twice 
as two-year-olds, but they haven’t 
met during the current campaign. 
Their meetings as juveniles took 
place in the Belmont Futurity and 
the Pimlico Futurity and Citation 
won both, in case you have forgotten. 

When Better Self started his 
three-year-old campaign by winning 
the Paumonok Handicap at Jamaica 
on the opening day of the New York 
season and the first day of April it 
was thought that he would be a 
worthy rival to Citation’s pretensions 
towards the Triple Crown. But that 
idea wasn’t any better than some 
others which originate on April 
Fool’s Day as the Bimelech colt went 
back so far that he wasn’t even ship- 
ped to Louisville or Baltimore. 

Of course, the opposition Better 
Self met in The Yankee wasn’t too 
stiff. Six horses, including Bette: 
Self and representing five interests, 
went to the post. Not a one of them 
had ever been a mile and a quarter 
in a public race before. 

The Brookmeade Stable’s Dart By, 
winner of the $25,000 added May- 
flower Stakes as a two-year-old last 
year at Suffolk Downs, tried to make 
a race of it by stealing the track at 
the start, but Better Self made short 
work of overhauling Whirlaway’s 
first stakes winner once Warren 
Mehrtens called upon him. Dart By 
stepped the first quarter in 23 2-5, 
the half in 47, the three-quarters in 
1:12 4-5 and was all done after 
reaching the mile in 1:39. That's 
exactly where the winner took com 
mand. 

William Helis’ Salamagundi, win- 
ner of the $100,000 Santa Anita 
Derby, cut Better Self’s margin of 
victory to two and one half lengths 
through the final furlong, but that 
was merely because Mehrtens was 
aware that the contest was over. As 
long as he was sure he was on a win 
ner Warren was content to wrap up 
the son of Bimelech through the 
final panel. 

Bostonians recall that Bimelech 
won the first race of what started 
out to be an impressive career as a 
two-year-old at Suffolk Downs and 
so the victory of his son in The Yan- 
kee was a popular one. Heavy rains 
which started falling just before 
noon and continued right up until 
the time the field for the feature 
took the track, probably helped to 
keep the crowd down to 21,384 as 
much as the fact that Calumet 
Farm’s Citation and Coaltown were 
declared from the race before the 
weights for it were released. 

Although the HBastern Racing As- 
sociation has increased the value of 
this race steadily from the $4,275 it 
was worth to Bert Baroni’s Ann 
O’Ruley after the inaugural runnins

in 1935 to the $42,500 it was worth 
to Better Self this year, The Yankee 
has never been a popular event with 
the owners of the good three-year- 
olds and this year was no exception. 
This year it was not only increased 
in value from $25,000 to $50,000 in 
added money, but its distance was 
increased from a mile and a furlong 
to a mile and a quarter. It still didn t 
get the kind of a field the manage- 
ment had hoped to get. 

Naturally, no racing secretary will 
tell you what weight he was going to

by himself the rest of the way well 
up in front. A nice grey filly, Baba- 
dora which ran as a double entry 
with Swiggle, brought Mrs. Fay In- 
gals’ jockey home in front, Swig- 
gle not far behind in 3rd position 
This first race was really anybody’s 
race as many good horses started 
such as Army Power, carrying the 
Bostwick colors to finish 4th. Rich- 
ard Mellon’s good Dillsburg whica 
was in 2nd place and Stimstone and 
Silver Pennant from Mrs. Marion 
Gearhart’s stable. 

The Golden’s Bridge Plate over 
hurdles was carded as the 2nd race. 
The first round of the course, Pole 





Star, entered by Tom Spratt was 
leading nicely with the field packed 
well behind. Down at the 8rd fence 
went Allison Stern’s Balfast (by 
*Tourist II), giving luckless Jockey 
Zimmerman a real going over as did 
the rest of the field following hini 
over that fence. The ambulance 
careened out onto the course, all 
but passed the scene of the accident, 
and then stalled directly across the 
path of the horses coming over the 
last fence for the finish. The injured 
man was carried to the side of the 
track, left on the ground as a large 
assortment of men and boys rolled 
away the ambulance in the path of 
thundering hooves. Ambrose Clark's 
trip to this meet was rewarded by 
his Repose coming in ist, Richard 
K. Mellon’s Deferment, the favorite, 
close behind. 

The favorite for the 4th race, the 
Fairfield Plate, to be run on the flat, 
was Tourist Index, another Allison 
Stern entry by *Tourist II. As they 
came out the paddock, we heard one 
bystander remark, ‘it should be her 
race if she feels like it’. But as the 
mare came on the track, she was 
looking to the right and left for a 
mark to place hey heels. Starter H. 
Plum dropped the flag, 4 horses 
broke and the 5th, Tourist Index, 
decided she didn’t want to. While 
*McGinty Moore romped home in 
front carrying the silks of Alvin Ua- 
termyer and Mrs. Alan M. Scaife’s 
Satanic ran 2nd, the Stern entry can- 
tered around at her leisure. Coming 
around the last turn, ahead of the 
stretch, Henry B. Bartow, Jr.’s own- 
er-trainer ridden Hungry tried to 
move up on the inside but was cut 
off by Satanic, thus Hungry, despite 
attempted protests, placed 3rd. 

From informal reports gathered 
from various members of the com- 
mittee, the first Adjacent Hunts Race 
Meeting in ten years, was a huge 
success and dates are being applied 
now for a fall meeting.

Rigan McKinney’s grand old cam- 
paigner, Navigate, caught in.an in- 
formal pose by the imaginative eye 
and brush of Miss Ann Collins at 
Pimlico, is a fine study of the sturdy 
qualities of this good ’chaser. As pic- 
tured on the cover of The Chronicle 
this week, Navigate looks fit and 
hard while his friend, the bantam, 
appears to Be about to take the plau- 
dits for his condition, disregarding 
entirely the capable efforts of Own- 
er McKinney. The rooster unfortu- 
nately came too close to Rank at 
Pimlico this Spring and lost his life 
after a vicious swipe from this ’chas- 
er.

The Ontario Jockey Club’s spring 
meeting had the 89th name added tg 
Canada’s premier turf classic with 
this year’s running of the historic 
King’s Plate, oldest feature run con- 
tinuously on the Continent, at Wood- 
bine Park, Toronto on May 24. Last 
Mark bested the field of 17 starter 
to equal the track for the Plate. 

The handsome brown gelding by 
*Koenigsmark—McTab, by Lovetie. 
was a popular winner. Bred, owned 


and trained by that genial farmer 
from Cainsville, Ont., Jim Fair, he 
was the top Canadian 2-year-old 


last year and proved his class un- 
questionably in defeating the cream 
of Canadian-bred 3-year-olds. Mr 
Fair’s victory was given a tremen- 
dous ovation from the crowd when 
he received the coveted cup and the 
50 guineas, a pift from His Majesty 
King George VI which was presented 
by Ontario’s Lieut. Governor, the 
Honorable Ray Lawson. 

Mr. Fair’s success illustrates that 
ever present romance of the turf of 
breeding and owning a champion 
which stirs in every horseman from 
the little one-horse trainer to own- 
ers of big racing establishments. He 





beaten 4th. J. H. Black’s Meal Time 
showed speed in the first 3-4’s to set 
the pace with Joey Bomber.

Fleettown Garners 2nd Stake 





Arthur White Trained Brookmeade ’Chaser 
Duplicates International Victory With 
Well Run Race In Belmont’s Corinthian

Fleettown chalked up his second 
stake victory of the year in the $10,- 
000 added Corinthian Steeplechase 
Handicap on Thursday at Belmont. 
Runner up to the Brookmeade geld- 
ing, three and a half lengths back. 
was Mrs. Corliss Sullivan’s The Heir, 
which closed strongly to wear down 
Kent Miller’s Elkridge in the run to 
the wire, getting the place by half 
a length. Four lengths back, Adap- 
table finished fourth, a length and 
a half in front of Floating Isle. 


Shortly after the break, Lieut. 
Well went to the front, followed by 
Elkridge and Fleettown very close 
together, then Genancoke, Adaptable, 
Chance Bullet and The Heir in that 
order. There was little change in 
position down the front side, with 
the field taking both the water jump 
and liverpool bunched within ten 
lengths. Going to the near turn, Mar- 
zani moved forward with Fleettown 
to get up on equal terms with Lieut. 
Well, but was not able to get to the 
lead until the second jump on the 
far side. Several lengths behind these 
two, Elkridge and Genancoke ran 
almost as a team, a _ good. eight 
lengths in front of the others. Out 
in front Fleettown was forcing a 
pretty fast pace, and going into the 
last turn was three lengths in front 
of Lieut. Well. From far back, Cling- 
man on The Heir started his move 
which carried him past both Genan- 
coke and Lieut Well going around 
the far turn. Straightening out for 
the run down the stretch, it was 
Fleettown by four lengths, Elkridge 
a length and a half in front of The 
Heir, with the others too far out of 
it to threaten. Going to the last 
jump, The Heir drew level with Elk- 
ridge, but bobbled slightly at this 
fence, recovered well enough to 
catch Elkridge in. the final drive, 
but could not have threatened the 
winner. 

By winning the Corinthian, Fleet- 
town added $8,025 to his earnings, 
and looms up as a strong contender 
for honors of the year. His time in 
this race, was 3:47 1-5, just three 
fifths of a second slower than his 
victory in the International during 
the first week. On the other hand he 
toted 147 lbs. in The Corinthian, six 
more than two weeks ago. In both 
these races, the time is within five 
seconds of the best mark in recent 
years, and at no time during the cur- 
rent meeting has the infield really 
been fast. Fleettown has started four 
times this year, with two victories to 
his credit, and two seconds out of 
four starts. War Battle was named 
overnight for The Corinthian, but 
Kent Miller withdrew him in favor 
of the aging Elkridge. War Battie 
appeared short in his one and only 
outing this year, and it will be inter- 


esting to see if The Meadow Brook 


next Thursday will bring Fleettown 
and War Battle together. Arthur 
White has done a clever job of con- 
ditioning the Brookmeade jumper, 
and the Jamestown gelding runs and 


jumps very kindly for Danny Mar- 
zani. Jackie Bosley rides for Kent 
Miller so he will probably have the 
leg up on War Battle in The Meadow 
Brook. This race at two and a half 
miles is the feature of the springs 
steeplechase season, and will pro 
bably also draw HBElla Widener's 
Adaptable, winner of the 1947 Grand 
National. The longer distance wil) 
probably suit this horse better, so 
The Meadow Brook may develop the 
spring champion. Unfortunately, The 
Heir is not eligible, but will un- 
doubtedly be named for the longer 
stakes in the fall.

Before going into this new exer- 
cise look back through your work 
with your horse and check how the 
work is going, the lateral flexion of 
the jaw, the direct flexion of the 
jaw, and the last exercise consisting 
of three parts. Be sure that you 
have gained perfection in all of 
them, be sure you are letter perfect 
in them and if not read them over 
again. If you are convinced that al! 
is well we will go of into the 4th. 

Direct Flexion Of The Neck 

We will now proceed to flex the 
muscles in the top of the neck in 
front of the withers all the way up 
to the poll. The trainer will stand 
in front of and facing the horse. He 
will grasp the left snaffle rein in 
the right hand and the right rein 
in the left hand, start the gentle vip- 
rations in the fingers and with these 
vibrations continuing lift the head 
as far as possible without resistance. 
The horse will probably let you raise 
the head just a little at first. Be 
satisfied with that little, when you 
get it and with even the very least 
bit stop the tension and the vibra- 
tions, let him relax and pet him. Now 
start all over again and try to get 2 
little more. When he yields, relax 
and pet him. Do this five times the 
first lesson. 

I told you in the last lesson to 
put your horses feet in the advanced 
position in all the exercises thai 
follow it and [I assume that you 
have put your horse in that position 
before starting this one. If not, be 
sure that in the future you always 
put the feet in the advanced before 
starting any, and I mean ANY ex- 
ercise in the future. 

You may now continue the first 
exercise five times to each side every 
day; the second one five times, be- 
ing careful not to bring the face 
past the perpendicular. Always be 
sure to place the forefeet properly 
before starting any of these exercis- 
es. From now on stop lifting and 
pulling the horses forelegs as that is 
not necessary now because the cor- 
rect flexing is being performed b; 
the horse trotting over the logs. Be 
sure that the cannon bones are paral- 
lel in the legs that are on _ the 
ground, and if not move the logs 
just an inch at a time until you get 
the correct performance. When that 
is gained you may start raising them 





In raising the logs be sure to frye 
them up only one inch at a time, and 
when he (the horse) has become ac- 
customed to the new height, raise 
them another inch. Do not under any 
consideration raise the logs higher 
than fourteen inches. 

Now to continue the lifting of the 
head. The 2nd day place the fee: 
and try lifting the head again five 
times and continue until you can 
get the head up as far as you can 
reach. Take your time and besure 
that the horse is CALM and that 
there is no resistance. As soon as 
the least resistance becomes appar- 
ent relax and give him a rest oi 
about a minute or so and then go at 
it again but never more than five 
times at each lesson; two lessons 
each day if possible. When you can 
get the head up as far as you cai 
reach continue this exercise ever) 
day along with the others you are 
already doing. 

Depression Of Neck By Direct 

Flexion Of The Jaw 

The trainer will take the same 
position as in exercises one and two. 
He will grasp the snaffle reins in 
the left hand about six inches from 
the rings, and the curb reins in the 
right hand about six inches from the 
bit. He will pull down on the snaffle 
reins to lower the head and at the 
same time vibrate with the righ! 
hand and put a light tension on the 
curb reins to make the horse main- 
tain the proper position. As soon as 
the horse yields the least bit re- 
lease all pressure and allow the 
horse to assume his natural position 
pet him. 

This exercise must be repeated 
many times until the horse will per- 
mit you to pull his head down as far 
as his knees. This exercise will sup- 
ple the elevating muscles of the neck 
and will help tremendously in the 
exercises that come along later. 

In the beginning of this exercise 
some horses are slow in respondins 
to the indication: to lower the head. 
and more force must be applied. Tae 
horse must learn to obey the will ot 
the trainer, so with slow responding 
horses the trainer wil! proceed as 
follows. Standing in ilie same posi- 
tion as for the above, grasp the right 
snaffle rein in the left hand and the 
left snaffle rein in the right hand; 
cross them under his chin and start 
pulling down, increasing the pres 
sure both by pulling hands down and 
farther apart to increase the pinch- 
ing effect, being sure to increase the 
pull down to lower the head. This is 
pretty severe treatment and a few 
times with this method will show the 
horse what is wanted. When he 
yields to this method go back to the 
original one and all will be well. If 
the horse responds fairly well to the 
first method do not use this second 
one. Start slowly at first and demand 
more and more at each lesson until

on a iong lead, takes bloodlines of 
the highest quality. 

When your hound keeps return- 
ing to the last place where he found 
the scent and bawling out conforma- 
tion of the matter, he is a ‘‘dweller”, 
and should be hastily disbarred. The 
hound with a real nose has confi- 
dence in his own ability to identify 
scent when he finds it, and wastes 
no time in confirming previously ac- 
cepted evidence. The useful hound is 
the one that gets forward on che 
line. When you see a hound afraid 
to leave the vicinity where he lost 
the scent, you may know that he wil: 
never push a fox, unless by accident. 
Your fox-driving hound is perfectly 
aware that “he who hesitates is 
lost’, that the fox is getting further 
and further away every second. so 
at a loss, he circles at speed, or, ifa 
seasoned veteran, conducts a hasty 
sniffing inquiry at the places where 
he could have crossed had he heen 
the fox. 

When a fox is up and conditions 
are favorable, any hound can do a 
fair job of running. But when the 
day is unfavorable and scent is fail- 
ing, it takes hounds of great nose to 
keep forward, even on a running fox. 

Watch such hounds when scent 
starts to fail. They press to stay with 
it and, at a definite loss, first cast 
forward at speed striving to pick the 
line up on a short are ahead, rather 
than to puzzle out the intervening 
distance. Then failing to strike it off, 
they complete a wide circle, still at 
speed, intent upon picking up a 
sharp change of direction with as 
little loss in time as possible. 





you can get the horse’s head down to 
his knees each time. 

These two exercises can be worked 
at the same time, and I assume thai 
in a week or ten days you will have 
gained perfection in both of them. 
Work both up to ten times each at 
every lesson. Ten times up, and ten 
times down. Continue the first exer- 
cise five times to each side at each 
lesson; the second exercise five 
times at each lesson. Always AD- 
VANCE the feet before you start 


each lesson, cease lifting and pulling 
out the forelegs, ride your horse 
through the logs at least four times 


each way every day, and more if 
you care to, but be sure DO NOT 
OVER DO IT. You will have co 
watch carefully and stop as soon as 
he has had enough, too little is much 
better than too much.

THE CHRONICLE 


This illustration refers to the scent 
of a running fox and is not intended 
to imply that a good hound never 
slows down to work out a line, Ratl- 
er, he goes as fast as the scent per- 
mits,—as long as he had a line. Then 
at a check, to make a_ successful 
quick cast, he must have a good 
enough nose to pick up the line at 
speed. Never allow yourself to be 
lured into breeding to a stallion 
hound because of his shape, carriage 
or speed, unless sure that the animal 
has a great no#e. The only way to 
be sure is to watch him in competi- 
tion and to see how he handles his 
fox. A hound may be as symmetrica! 
as Apollo, and as fast as Man o’War, 
but not valuable in a pack unless his 
nose is good. Bench shows are a 
dangerous influence. They cause 
breeders to overstress conformation. 
Happily they are associated with 
field trials, and performance  out- 
weighs everything else with rea: 
hunting men. But the influence of 
the bench show may yet ruin our 
hounds. We must remember tha‘ a 
foxhound is not a unit of livestock to 
be judged by bone and backline. He 
is a singer, an artist, a swordsman, 
—and like these is to be judged only 
upon performance.

ENGLISH TRAINING BARN 
I talked to the head lad of Fred 
Butters’ training stable. After point- 
ing to the box from which Mid-Day 
Sun went out to win the Derby, he 
explained himself. A head lad man- 
ages the stable end of a_ training 
stable and when the boss is away, 
takes over the training gallops. The 
older horses go out in the first 
string from 7:30 A. M. to 9 or later 
according to the stable. The second 
string is comprised of 2-year-olds. 
They walk, jog, do a canter, walk 
again and either do a second canter 
or a fast gallop. Usually after exer- 
cise, the horses get a bit of grass be- 
fore returning to the stables, the 
boys dismounting and leading them 
home. When they come in, the are 
just made comfortable, saddle marks 
rubbed off and a quick brush. Each 
boy has two horses to ride and he 
takes the whole care of them. In the 
afternoon comes the real strapping. 
At four or four thirty, the lads come 
back and give their horses each an 
hour’s going over. Nowadays, the 
head lad seemed quite sad about it. 
the boys don’t half do their work— 
all they are interested in are the 
pictures. The smallest boys can't 
really clean their horses the way it 
should be done; they are too small. 
They have to be fourteen, but most 
of them look about twelve. It is stili 
hard to get enough riders, as there 
are so very many more horses. 
—dJ. W. B.

COURSE AT NEWMARKET 

Any race of a distance over a mile 
and a quarter at Newmarket mus. 
start beyond the straight course. i 
saw several, stretching my neck over 
the paddock fence. The Guilford 
Stakes, for example, calls for the last 
mile and a half of the Caesarewitch 
Course. I had watched 16 starters 
gallop away from me, up the course 
becoming smaller and smaller, mov- 
ing bits, turn left at the end of a 
white rail and disappear through an 
opening in the Devil’s Dyke, which 
ancient entrenchment of the savage 
tribe of the Iceni, cuts off the Heath 
at right angles to the course. After 
a lengthy. silence as the horses must 
cover a mile and a half to the stari- 
ing barrier, the announcement comes 
from peside the Judges’ box by loud 
speaker, “They are under starter’s 
orders.’’ Another wait ensues witia- 
out comment until the loud speaker 
announces, “They are off’’. 

In the public stands, Tattersall’s 
and the Silver Ring, the bookies are 
having a busy time, but where I am 
in the paddock, it is quite peaceful. 
We just wait. Then someone with 
glasses says, ‘““Here they come.” { 
can’t see them. I scan the gap at the 
Dyke and the surrounding couniry- 
side. It remains empty. The man with 
the glasses even picks the leading 
horse. I am determined to find them. 
I finally do, bunched together the 
size of a tea cup, coming down the 
course towards me. [I missed that 
race, but I vow I shall find them the 
next time. 

The next long race I am right 
there. The whole process repeats it- 
self. The man with the glasses sees 
them again. I don’t. I made inquir- 
ies. I was told the horses start be- 
hind the Dyke and run half a mile on 
the far side of it until they turn 
righthanded into the stretch, a mile 
and a quarter away. The second day 
of the meeting, I saw them, a speck 
in the hazy beyond which enlarged 
itself into several specks and be- 
came in due time horses. It was 2 
great satisfaction to me. 

I still do not understand how the 
racing public can be satisfied with 
practically no knowledge of what 
takes place in the race except during 
the last half mile at most, and speak- 
ing without glasses, the last quar- 
ter. I enquired most tactfully about 
this, feeling my way. I gathered that 
American racing was too mechani- 
cal, that the horses were let out of 
cages like greyhounds out of a box 
to run aroud a track. I saw the 
point, but what I should really like 
to know is what happens on the 
other side of the Devil’s Dyke or at 
least be told about it.—J. W. B.
